Par- 
ticularly dis this ¢rue, in its re- 
Jatlon lo othe problem as a 
whole, of the simple issue 
larked upon din the letter pub- 
lished elsewhere in’ this page, 
namely, the disparity in qalary 
scales paid by Government to] 
Buropean civil oseneants and 
to Chtnese and — locally-born 
members of the so-called sub- 
ordinate branch, even between 
individuals of equal qualifier. 
tions, The facts are so obvious 
that they hardly need ¢m- 
phasia, Wirt emerges as) the 
matter of primary interest fo- 
day ds whether, (he case having 
been established, it is to xe 
down upon record as an unhappy 
story of the past, and a sincere 
and purposeful attempt made to 
prohibit its perpetuation. It ix 
recognised that the revolution- 
ary reform required cannot be 
accompHshed in oa day, or a 
month, but the principles can 
be made crystal clear, and raoad 
progress towards their imple- 
mentation insisted upon. The 
whole question ts, of course, in- 
evitably linked with tT 
broader problem of the future 
constitution of the Colony and 
the essential requirement that 
the people should enjoy a great. 
er share in the administration. } 
In other words, If it is accept.’ 
ed that this Colony must move! 
soon towards a more democratic 
form of government, then the 
worst of the anomalies referred 
to by “Anti-Exploitation” can- 
not long survive. | Meanwhile, 
circumstances call for the oxer- 
cise of patience. The Military 
Administration at present in 
control of affairs, is responsible 
neither for the distress nor for 
the disparitics in emoluments.
